SLAUGHTER  HOUSES  AND  HEAT  BiSPECTION. 

The  Slaughter  Houses  and  the  Meat  Distributing  Centre  have 
been  regularly  inspected  throughout  the  year. 

The  state  of  emergency  of  war  necessitated  the  taking  over 
by  the  Government  of  priviiutely  owned  slaugh't'-t*  houses  ■with  existing  surrounding 
buildings,  and  establishing  central  ^remises  under  one  control  for  the  district 
by  the  Ministry  of  Pood, 

The  sjruoturc  of  tViesc  premises  and  their  position  are 
both  unsuitablo.  It  appao.rs  to  me  unsound  policy  for  the  Ministry ^ of  ^ Pood ^ 
to  spend  public  money  on  this  slaupl'itcr  house  which  shourd  not  remain  in  this 
position.  Attention  is  again  drav/n  to  remarks  made  in  last  years  Annual 

Report.  , 

Adequate  Meat  Inspection  cannot  be  properly  carrxed  ouc 

under  existing  conditions  which  <are  entirely  unsatisfactory. 

Once  again  the  attention  of  higher  authority  should  bo 
drav/n  to  the  need  of  the  provision,  in  conjunction  with  the  neighbouring 
authority,  of  a properly  constructed  and  public  abbatoir  for  this
